Commissioners Jackson and Blackburn were absent. Also present
were Executive Director Thomas B. Coffey, Jr. and Administrative

Assistant Desiree Campanini.

The following cases were heard.

APPEAL #110053: The Honorable Peter F. Kilmartin, for the property
located at 150 South Main Street, Providence. DSFM Paul Manning
appeared for the State Fire Marshal’s Office. Commissioner Walker
made a motion, seconded by Commissioner Jasparro to grant the
Applicant a time variance until June 28, 2011, to return to the Board
with a plan of action to address egress issues in this facility. The

motion was unanimous.

APPEAL #110089: Rose Farm Inn, for the property located at 1005
